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IN THE DOG WATCH. 


From Montreal, dated Nov. 2, comes the 
news: “ The new Government regulations 
respecting the shipping of live stock from 
Canada come into force to-day.” This 
should help to cheer Mr. Plimsoll and 
hasten his recovery to health. What the 
new regulations exactly are does not 
appear, but we know that they are intended 
to minimise the sufferings to man and 
beast in the cattle trade, and make it less 
dangerous than heretofore, and that the 
world has Mr. Plimsoll to thank for this. 


The strike of the engineers on the 
north-east coast, which threatened at 
one time to be a serious and protracted 
affair, has, we are glad to see, been 
settled by an agreement putting a check 
on overtime, so that the result may 
be regarded as another victory for unity, 
and an example of what combination can 
do. Tie employers, to their credit be it 
said, were reasonable. But would they 
have been so if the men had not possessed 
such an enormously strong organisation ? 
Hardly. The lesson of the strike is that, if 
you would have justice, you must combine. 


All very fine from the workman’s point 
of view,” it may be said. Let us look at it 
from the employers’ point of view. Here,is 
what Colonel Birt, general manager of the 
Millwall Docks, said inhis evidence before 
the Labour Com mission last Wednesday :— 

What is your attitude towards the Union? Iam 

in favour of labour Unions. It is better to deal 
with a responsible body than with an irresponsible 
mass of men. If you try to do business with a mass 
of men it is a failure, while the controllers of the 
Union are generaliy reasonable men, The diffi- 
culties we have are with men who break the Union 
rules, and to get them set right we have to appeal 
to the Union. So far I should like the powers of 
the Union Executive strengthened. 
As one of the capitalist papers remarked, 
“Neither Mr. Mann nor Mr. Tillett could 
have said anything more to the point than 
this.” Neither can we. But it must be 
added that the Colonel does not believe in a 
Federation of Unions, and there he is 
inconsistent, having once admitted the 
principle of combination. 


The evidence being taken before the 
Labour Commission at present is growing 
more interesting to seamen. Mr. W. P. 
Lind, who is described as the superinten- 
dent registrar of the Shipping Federation 
for the Thames district, has, for instance, 
been examined and told how he has bled in 
the cause. ‘So badly was he hurt that 
blood flowed from his head for three 








weeks.” But he did not prosecute the 
Unionists to whom he attributed this, 
“because there was a difficulty in identifying, 
or at all events in arresting them,” which 
seems strange, as all the police were on the 
side of the Federationists. But the point 
of Mr. Lind’s evidence was this: — 

Mr. Austin put it frankly whether the establish- 
ment of the Sailors’ and Firemen's Union had not 
resulted in a considerable increase of seamen’s 
wages. Mr. Lined was willing to admit it, as also 
that the Union might have improved the class of 
food given to sailors. 

Here, then, from another hostile quarter, 
we have an admission of the good work 
that the Union has done. 


Colonel Gourlay, M.P., has, we hear, 
come in for a good deal of abuse from 
some shipowners for ordering his new 
steamer to be supplied with a bath-room 
and library for the sailors and firemen. 
These critics would hardly venture to deny 
that baths and libraries are good for 
working men ashore. If so, they are good 
at sea, and the only objection to them is 
the slight extra expense, which is in- 
considerable. 





It is gratifying to notice that the Par- 
liamentary Bills submitted to the recent 
annual meeting of the Sailors’ and Fire- 
men's Union by the general secretary, are 
meeting with the approval of the various 
Branches, which should forthwith bring 
pressure to bear upon the local M.P.’s to 
get their support for these measures. The 
approval with which Branches have 
received the proposal as to the new arrange- 
ment between the Union and Srararine 
must also be acknowledged, but, for the in- 
formation of correspondents who want to 
see the paper enlarged at once, it may be 
added that the new arrangement has not 
yet come into operation. 


Mr. Stewart, the Liverpool stipendiary, 
during the hearing of a charge of over- 
loading against the master of a steamer, 
last Wednesday, is reported to have said :— 


It is a great pity that in these cases the 
defendant is not allowed to be called as a 
witness. If he had been keeping brothels he 
might have given evidence, but in a case where he 
has probably made a little mistake he is rot 
allowed to be called, 1 have no objection in any 
of these cases if you choose to let the defendant 
make a statement. I can’t put him on oath, but 
he has as much sight as any prisoner to make a 
statement. In 99 out of 100 of these cases, the 
only man who can really give evidence is the 
cap‘ain. I should think there would be no 
cifficulty in getting an alteration of the lawif a 
representation were mae. 





That may be. But it would not be 
agreeable for owners who compel their 
captains to overlcad their vessels to have their 





instructions to that effect revealed in court. 
As masters are not going to sacrifice their 
berths by telling the truth, the change would 
mean a large increase of perjury, which 
is already too common in all courts, and 
is not put down as it should be. 


At the present moment there is before 
us a letter from a correspondent who 
declares he has seen a letter from a ship- 
owning firm, one of whose members occupies 
a seat in the House of Commons, ordering 
a captain in their employment to overload, 
which he was only prevented by an accident 
from doing. 





At the Middlesbro’ Police Court a case 
has just been decided which helps to show 
how careful seafaring men require to be 
about their agreements. The case is thus 
reported :— 


Messrs. J. M. Lennard & Sons, shipowners, 
Middlesbrough, claimed £7 damages from two sea- 
going firemen named William and John Robert 
Robinson. The men signed to work a voyage on 
the steamship Mascotte, but afterwards, on ascer- 
taining that provisions were not found by the 
owners, they asked for an advance, which it was 
alleged was promised, but the officer promising it 
failed to make good his promise, and the defend- 
ants left the ve-sel. The owners claimed damaze 
for detention of the vessel in consequence of the 
men’s conduct. His worship found for the com- 
plainants, with costs. 





Assuming the facts of the case to be as 
here reported, the cause of the whole 
trouble appears to be that the mysterious 
person alluded to as “ the officer ”’ failed to 
keep faith with the firemen by furnishing 
the required advance, which was evidently 
necessary und-r the circumstances. If a 
ship is not to supply food, and men are not 
to have the necessary advance to obtain it, 
how are they to be fed? That is a ques- 
tion that seamen would do well to settle 
before signing articles. 


Sir Walter Scott, who noticed that the 
Shetland people were reluctant to save 
drowning persons, may be responsible for 
the impression that the Shetlanders are 


lacking in humanity. Had that eminent 


author been aware of the facts, he would 
not have attributed the reluctance he 
noticed to the inhumanity of the peope 
themselves, but to that of one of their 
tyrants, who made it au offence against tle 
local law to assist ships in distress, simply 
because he desired ships to be wrecked that. 
he might plunder them. 


In a recent issue of Szararmre there wer> 
exposed as having occurred iu Shetland 
some of the most atrocious crimes and. 
outrages conceivable. As the responsible 
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authorities have neither accepted the 
inquiry which we challenged nor ventured 
to refute our statements, it may be taken for 
granted that they fear inquiry and admit 
the truth of those statements. 





But if the responsible authorities are 
shameless enough thus to glory in their own 
infamy the Shetland people may be con- 
gratulated on the practical illustration of 
their humanity recorded in last week’s Sza- 
FARING, which told of the rescue by some of 
them of certain shipwrecked men. This 
conduct on the part of the Shetland people, 
which contrasts so favourably with the 
iniquity of their rulers, we have much 
pleasure in commending, and we trust it 
will be rewarded to encourage humanity. 


It is asserted that people with light hair 
are more liable to sea-sickness than people 
with dark hair. This, we are told, is ‘an 
acknowledged fact.”” Somebody has been 
interviewing an officer of an Atlantic liner 
on the subject, and was told: — 

Three-quarters of the people who become sea- 

sick on the steamer are decided blondes. You 
may laugh at this, but I have made quite a study 
of it, and I tell you IT amright. If we hada rough 
time, I suppose it would fetch themall. But these 
light-haired people will keel over and want to die 
quicker than anybody. Why is it? 
That is the question, and it is obviously 
rather a question for doctors than seamen. 
But we confess we should like to hear 
more of this matter from stewards and 
others coming in contact with large 
numbers of passengers, before treating it 
as an acknowledged fact “that fair-haired 
people are so prone to sea-sickness.” It is 
as well known that Scandinavians are 
usually fair-haired, as that they are usually 
good seamen ; but that they are more prone 
to sea-sickness than Spaniards, etc , we take 
leave to doubt. 








As the fourth engineer was coming ashore from 
the National Line steamer America, lying in the 
Albert Dock, London, the gangway gave way ard 
the officer fell heavily on to the quay and then 
rolled into the dock. The officer, whose head was 
injured, was recovered from the dock in an un- 
conscious condition and removed to the Seamen's 
Hospital. 


DISCHARGING ON SUNDAY. - At a meeting of the 
Montrose Harbour Board, on Monday, Bailie Alex- 
ander stated that the steamer Mallard, belonging 
to the Liverpool Salvage Company, presently 
engaged in salving the cargo of jute of the 
Balmoral, now lying on the rocks near Johnshaven, 
arrived at the harbour on Sunday afternoon witha 
considerable quantity of jute taken out of the 
Balmoral, and that in spite of the remonstrance of 
the harbour-master, who, under the Merchant 
Shipping Act, had the control of the discharging 
of vessels on Sundays, the captain of the Mallard 
persisted in discharging his vessel, intimaiing to 
the harbour-master that he preferred to pay the 
penaltiesimposed by the Act rather than discontinue 
discharging. Bailie Alexander said it seemed to 
him to be very extraordinary that the captain of 
the Jfallard should be allowed to discharge his 
cargo on a Sunday in face of the objection of the 
harbour-master. Mr. Douglas Johnston said that 


while he considered the Sunday one of the noblest |" 


institutions in the country, and that it should be 
kept as strictly as possible, circum:tances might 
arise in which either lives or valuable property 
were at stake, and under such circumstances he 
considered it might be wise to aliow the dis- 
charging to take place. What they had to look at 
was the fact that the Balmoral was stranded cn 
the rocks, anc that the Mallard was employed to 
salve the cargo. He therefore thought that it be 
sufficient if the captain of the Mallard was asked 
to do as little Sunday work as possible when he 
came into Montrose with salved portions of the 
cargo of the Balmoral. It was ultimately agreed 
_ to remit the question to the Harbour Committee to 
jpquire into, and toreport at the next meeting.

In a shipowners’ paper I notice a letter 
under the heading of “Advances to Sea- 
men,” from Sligo shipowners, who, it 
appears, make a practice of engaging their 
crews at Sligo and sending them to join 
their ships lying in such ports as Liverpool, 
Cardiff, Belfast, Limerick, etc. 


These owners complain that they give to 
the men so engaged a bounty of from £1 to 
£1 10s., also pay their fares to the port at 
which the vessel is lying, both sums to be 
deducted from the wages of the men, 





several of whom, say the owners, have re- 
cently received the bounty and fare, but 
have neither joined the vessel nor refunded 
the money. The owners, therefore, wish to 
know if they can recover the money, or im- 
prison the offending seamen. 


What I would like to know, is why they 
send men from Sligo to such ports as are 
mentioned above? Is it because wages are 
less at Sligo than in these ports? I think 
it looks very much like it. If the object of 
the shipowners, by engaging their men at 
Sligo, is to get them at a less rate of wages 
than is being paid at the ports where their 
ships are lying, I am pleased to hear that 
they are being foiled in their design. 





The editor of the shipowners’ paper, in 
replying, says “the seamen would not be 
liable to imprisonment unless they had 
obtained the money by fraud, an offence 
which it would be very difficult to prove.” 
Grind your teeth, oh ye Sligo shipowners, 
for even your own organ cannot give you 
any consolation. 


If there is one thing more than another 
that has given general satisfaction to the 
members of our Union, it is the resolution 
passed by the Congress to raise a fund for 
legislative purposes, to be placed at the dis- 
posal of our ‘‘ Grand Old Man,” Mr. Samuel 
Plimsoll. The Branches are already re- 
sponding to the call with energy, and there 
is every probability of it being a complete 
success. *

A newspaper known and generally re- 
ferred to as the ‘‘ Hull Rag” (noted for its 
scurrilous attacks on our Union and its 
officials) has just gone out of its way in 
telling the public that the Sailors’ and 
Firemen’s Union is the only society which 
does not elect its president out of its own 
ranks.

THE Mayor of Southampton, Mr, Alderman 
Bance, has received from the German Emperor, 
through the Secretary of State, a valuable presenta- 
tion for Captain Woolward, the officers, and certain 
of the crew of the Royal Mail Company’s steamer 
D_n, in recognition of their services in rescuing the 
crew of the abandoned barque Humboldt. 

THE Dockers’ UNION.—A meeting of dockers 
and riverside labourers was held Oct. 30, to cele- 
brate the unfurling of the banner of the White- 
chapel Branch. Mr. G, Shipton, of the London 
Trades Council, presided. Mr, W. Steadman moved 
a resolution expressing satisfaction at the activity 
displayed by the Whitechapel Branch and 
sympathy with the Carron and Hermitage dockers. 
Mr. H. Orbell seconded the motion, which was 
adopted. Mr. John Burns said things had changed 
considerably since his victory, and they had been 
beaten by money and by the cowardice of their 
fellows. They must not be dispirited, and he would 
especially have them beware of Dock-house 
influence. He cautioned them also against inter- 
mediaries and philanthropists. From such persons 
they had nothing to gain. Finally, he urged them 
by all means to stick to their Union as against the 
Shipowners’ Federation. Through their own in- 
capacity the owners had so weakened themselves 
that they would be unable to maintain their scheme 
of permanent employment, and in any case the 
docks would fall into the hands f the London 
County Council in a few years’ time which they 
should all strike for,

SOCIETY. 





The banner for the Associated Shipwrights’ 
Society lately been executed by Messrs. 
Blades, East & Blades, of 23, Abchurch- 
lane, London, E.C., is of royal blue ribbed 
silk, J2 feet by 11 feet. On one side, 
beneath the title of the society, is a large 
view of a typical shipbuilding yard, with 
two small views beneath of the Ark and a 
modern Atlantic liner—symbolical of the 
antiquity and development of the trade. 
Between these two views is a group of tcols, 
and an ornamental scroll work surrounds 
the whole. 

On the other side the title of the society 
surmounts a series of views illustrative of 
some of the benefits to be derived through 





membership, viz, the doctor's visit after an 
accident, the loss of tools through the burn- 
ing of a ship, distribution of allowances to 
members out of work, and payment to a 
superannuated member. There is also a 
view of the lifeboat on its mission of mercy, 
and a meeting of a board of conciliation. 
The rose, shamrock and thistle are intro- 
duced beneath the symbols of the eye and 
the clasped hands. The banner, which 
is edged with a width of 6-iach light 
blue silk, when complete with silvered 
cross-pole, tassels and fringe presents 
a very handscme appearance, and, we 
mderstand, has given very general 
satisfaction. 





THH Rev. R. B. Boyer, M.A., who has for 29 years 
held the post of chaplain afloat to the shipping in 
the Bristol Channel, or of superintendent to the 
Missions to Seamen, has been appointed clerical 
secretary to the Missions to Seamen, with its head- 
quarters in London. 


SALVAGE CLAIM.—At Plymoutha seamen named 
James Lugg sued a boatowner for salvege ia 
respect of saving a sailing boat from being wrecked. 
The complainant found defendant’s boat being 
washed about by the heavy seas, and observing that 
it would inevitably have been smashed to pieces, 
he with great difliculty and risk brought her tosafe 
moorings. For the defence, it was contended that 
it was not a case of salvage, but compensation for 
work, The Bench dismissed the salvage claim, and 
allowed 7s. 6d, compensation, without costs. 


At the Worship-street Police Court, William 
Brown was charged with wilfu'ly refusing and 
neglecting to deliver up £13 6s. 10d., the moneys 
of the Dockers’ Union. The prisoner was secretary 
of the Gloucester Branch of the Dockers’ Union, 
and received subscriptions of members. He left 
his office, and was traced to Manchester, New- 
castle, Birmingham, and other places, but eventu- 
ally returned to Gloucester and was arrested there. 
It was now proved that the money above men- 
tioned had been demanded of the prisoner, and, 
being called on for his defence, he said that he 
had been robbed of it. He was ordered to pay the 
amount claimed and 20s. costs, with imprisonment 
for one month in default, 





Tis mail that has just arrived at San Francisco 
reports that H.MS. Royalist his been cruising 
amongst the Solomon Islands and inflicting punish- 
ment on the natives for outr>ges committed on 
British subjects there. The native chief Tooloo 
was arrested at Rubiana and was taken a prisoner 
on board the warship to await irquiries as to 
allezations made against bim. The Royalist 
visited Doboli, and demanded the surrender of the 
murderers of four boys who had been enticed from 
the British cutter F’reak and put to death. Chief 
Tono refused to give up the criminals, and accord- 
ingly Captain Davies, commanding the Royalist, 
landed a party of 25 bluejackets and attacked 
Tono’s village, which was in the end set fire to and 
destroyed. ‘Tono was killed. 


AT Liverpool, Oct. 30, before Mr. Stewart, stipen- 
diary mavistrate. Alexander Fletcher, a seaman on 
board the steamship Lord Gough, was charged with 
two assaults on board that vessel, whilst she was 
leaving for Philadelphia, From the evidence it 
appeared that accused was spoken to by the boat- 
swain, named M‘Donald. Defendant made use of 
insulting language, making a violent assault upon 
him. He then wanted to go ashore. The chief 
officer tried to quieten him, but deferdant assaulted 
the officer. Defendant was somewhat the worse 
for drink. Mr. Stewart said. the chief officer had 
said defendant had behaved well during the voyage, 
and in respect of the assault upon him he would 
only inflict a fine of 20s. and costs, or 14 days’ im- 
prisonment. For assaulting M‘Donald a fine of 5s. 
and costs was imposed. 





ILLEGAL RUNNERS. 





One of the nuisances about the port of 
New York which ovght to be abated, and 
which there is certainly law enough to put a 


| stop to if it is enforced, is the swarming of 


runners for every imaginable sort of 
business, from ship chandleries and steve- 
dores to junk shops and sailors’ boarding- 
houses, on board arriving vessels before they 
are fairly inside the harbour. Very often 
these fellows go down the bay on tugs and 
climb on board vessels before the custom- 
house officers have come alongside. Not 
only is it a nuisance to the master of the 
vessel, but it is an unfair system of 
business, each man grasping greedily for a 
job and underbidding all others, so that he 
may get it. Not infrequently it happens 
that a captain is thus induced to compromise 
his own consignee, and cause no end of 
bother. More than this, the practice is 
contrary to law, and an order has been 
issued by the collector of customs to prevent 
it and punish all persons who board a vessel 
previous to the customs officials. A clause 
of the United States revised Statutes covers 
this point exactly, and makes offenders 
liable to a penaliy of 200 dols. fine and six 
months’ imprisonment. The master of a 
vessel may detain any person for boarding 
his vessel on arrival previous to the custom- 
house officers, and deliver him over to the 
oflicers of the Government for such offence. 

If a few of these chaps were brought up 
with around turn in this manner, it would 
pretty soon stop the nuisance and do the 
shipping supply trade and consignees 
generally a great benefit. A circular of 
instructions to this effect sent to foreign 
shippers might prove of considerable advan- 
tage, as captains sailing here from foreign 
ports may not all be aware of their powers 
under our laws.—Marine Journal.

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ABOUT ALBATROSSES., 


Among the birds of the sea the petrel is 
the smallest, while the albatross is the 
other extreme—a grand creature, the spirit 
of the solitary regions of the southern 
oceans. Found vast distances from land, 
soaring over the waves in the fiercest 
storms, it is well calculated to arouse in the 
superstitious mind of the sailor a feeling 
akin to fear. 

The albatross attains an enormous spread 
of wing, fifteen feet having been recorded, 
while its strength can be assumed from the 
following incident : 

A vessel was plowing through the waters 
of the South Atlantic when the cry of “ Man 
overboard!’’ was heard. The man at the 
wheel brought the ship up in the wind, and 
boats were lowered; but by the time this 
was accomplished the sailor was a quarter 
of a mile astern. He kept up, however, 
and as the boat approached a big albatross 
was seen to dart at him and the next 
moment to struggle; then away went the 
bird, flapping violently, towing the sailor 
along at the surface. The men had to pull 
hard to gain upon it, and then it was found 
that the sailor was uninjured, and perhaps 
had been saved by the bird. He was 
almost exhausted when the albatross flew 
over him in evident curiosity, and as it 
passed he seized its feet. The bird in its 
fear and terror was strong enough to tow 
him along the surface at a rapid rate. 

There are several varieties of the alba- 
tross, the great white one being the most 
striking. At Marion Island, in the 
Southern Ocean, they nest in great num- 
bers, their white shapes dotting the plains 
and forming conspicuous objects. The nest 
is a low mound, a foot and a-half at the 
least in diameter at the top. The female 
sits on the nest, the male standing beside 
her, both refusing to move when approached, 
simply snapping their bills together vio- 
lently. The most remarkable feature is 
that often when a bird is taken from the 
nest no ege aprears, and for a long time it 
seemed « fficult to find one. The secret 
was the albatross conceals its egg in a 
pouch, so that it can step aside and actually 
carry it. The latter is about five inches 
long, speckled with red at the end, and but 
one egg is produced. During the time of 
incubation the birds do not fly away, being 
apparently helpless. The birds are affec- 
tionate lovers, the male being a self- 
appointed guardian, standing by the nest, 
spreading his tail and wings, throwing his 
head into the air, and all the time uttering 
a curious cry. The female responds; they 
touch bills in an albatrossian kiss, and then 
the flopping, singing (?) and bill-lifting go 
on by the half-hour at a time. 

The albatross known as the molly-hawk 
(Dio medea culminata) is smaller, but 
equally interesting. Its nest looks from a 
distance on the plain like a high cheese- 
box, being a pillar or column with over- 
hanging edges about fourteen inches in 
diameter and a foot in height. The egg is 
about as large as that of a goose, and as in 
the case cited, is held in a pouch during 
incubation. The male watches by the nest, 
and now and then utters a loud shrill laugh- 
like sound. 

in and about the haunts of the albatross 
is found the hawk of the gull family, the 





skua (Sterco rarius antarcticus), extremely 
bold and savage, evidently having no fear of 
man. Theskuahas all the elements of the 
hawk—a powerful curved bill and sharp 
claws. As soon as a bird is shot these 
ravenous scavengers dart at it, and have to 
be beaten off with clubs. Professor Mosely 
tells of an instance at Kerguelan. He 
thot a duck and ran for it, but the skua was 
too quick for him, dashing down and easily 
bearing off the game in its bill. 

When robbing the nest of the skua and 
taking the young birds, the parents made 
savage rushes, and a club had to be con- 
stantly used for protection. 


A PATENT KEEL. 


Two Texas men, Captain John Grothgar 
and a Mr. Garfield, have patented a new 
keel for wooden sailing ships that will save, 
it is estimated, 30 per cent. in the cost of a 
vessel, and make her more staunch than one 
built on the usual plan. The patentees 
call it an equalising keel, because it admits 
of the planking distance being made the 
same all over the vessel, and does away 
with all spiling, a thing heretofore thought 
impossible. The keel is formed by fasten- 
ing the planks flat-side to the sides of the 
keel in a bracing shape, so that each plank 
supports and aids to the strength of the 
other, and makes a keel that is much 
superior in strength to an ordinary one 
of the same size. These planks are so 
arranged that in case of a strain, instead of 
it being forced apart, they are pressed 
closer together. To practically test the 
merits of this invention, Mr. Garfield is 
superintending the building of a vessel at 
Galveston of the following dimensions :— 
Keel, 102 ft long; widthof same, 14 ft. 6 in.; 
length over deck, 112 ft.; beam, widest 
part, 28 ft. 6in.; height of stem, 14 ft.; 
depth of hull amidships, 10 ft. Her 
approximate burden will be 140 tons, and 
carrying capacity from 200 to 340 tons.— 
Marine Record. 





CONVICTIONS FOR OVERLOADING. 





On Saturday, at Liverpool, before Mr. W. J. 
Stewart, Captain M‘Kinley, of the steamer Lord 
Aberdeen, was summoned for overloading and 
for making a false entry in the official log. Mr, 
Paxton, oa behalf of the Board of Trade, in open- 
ing the case, said the vessel first loaded a quantity 
of esparto grass at Oran and then went to Huelva, 
finished loading, and came on to Garston. Mr. 
Stewait said the entry at Huelva was only the 
assumed draft when the vessel got to sea. As the 
case stood it was evident that the captain brought 
home 40 tons more than he should have done. 
There would be a fine of £10 and £4 Is. 10d. costs. 
As regarded the second information there was no 
evidence to show that the captain had deliberately 
put the entry.down falsely. Mr. Paxton said that 
the second information would be withdrawn. 

At the Sunderland Borough Police Court, on 
Oct. 30, before Mr. E. Featherstonhaugh end other 
magistrates, Wm. Kundail, master of the British 
vesst] Dora Ewing, was charged, under the 
Merchant Shipping Act, with overloading his 
vessel. Mr. Rose stated that he was the senior 
surveyor of the Board of Trade in Sunderland, 
and saw that the load-line indicating the winter 
freeboard of the vessel was submerged to the 
extent of nearly 24 inches, Mr, E. Bell, who 
appeared for the captain, said that the latter 
admitted the offence. The mate, who then had 
charge of the vessel, was unaware that 10 tons of 
bunkers had been shipped more than were ordered. 
Being night, he did not look at the draught. The 
Bench thought there had been no wilful intention 
on the part of the captain to defeat the law, and 
fined him 40s.

SHIPOWNER’S CRITICISM. 
To the Editor of ** Seafaring.” 


S1r,—The soul of the respectable elderly lady 
whoruns the principal shipowners’ paper is in deep 
trouble; she is afraid to use the choice language 
of the election addresses. The funds of the 
N.A.S. & F. Union are not administered with due 
regard to economy. The disbursements of the 
Society are one by one selected and condemned ; 
everything is done on a too costly and lavish scale. 
The large salary, £250 per annum, of the general 
secretary is objected to, the payment of arrears of 
salary is referred to with arched eyebrows. The 
salaries of organisers and assistant clerks are 
excessive ; the expenditure of £600 on the “ dis- 
credited book,” Mr. Plimsoll’s exposure of the 
cattle trade meets with no approval; the £1,0C0 
sent to Australia is deemed unnecessary, and a 
littlegrumble is made at the cost of sending it; the 
assistance given to other societies when in 
difficulties is a horrible waste of money; the writer 
hints that the money of the Union is unlucky, and 
that those who use it are predestined to failure. 
One item in the accounts te writer does not 
mention, though, I suppose, it is the most 
objectionable from his point of viewing, the balance 
in reserve, £31,008 lis. 4d. I am a little sus- 
picious about the motive which led to the 
penning of these criticisme. Regard for the hard- 
earned moneys of our sailors may have actuated 
them. Nevertheless, the under current of the 
article seems to say, “ Hit Wilson, and hit him 
hard.” A spiteful allusion to the general secretary 
recursat every twoorthree lines. Ishall not attempt 
a defence of the expenciture in detai), but will 
confidently leave that to hands abler than mine, 
and more conversant with the needs and routine 
of head office, and will deal with one or two objec- 
tions or suggestions. The writer, with charming 
naivete, asks if the money could not be better spent 
on the wives and widows of sailors? Iam glad 
the shipowners’ paper perceives that the wives and 
widows of sailors are worthy of some consideration, 
and at the same time will assure him that our 
members are convinced that every farthing ex- 
pended is tothe direct bene‘it of not only the 
wives and widows, but the sailors themselves also. 
The writer takes the opportunity of flattering the 
Branches at the expense of head office. The ex- 
penditure of the Branches is commended as 
economical compared with that of the Executive. 
The childlike innocence of the heathen Chinee 
appears Machiavelian duplicity compared with the 
lack of earthly knowledge cCisplayed by this 
writer. Thesimplicity of the Chinee led him with 
childish aitlessness, to conceal a trump card up 
his sleeve, and, I doubt not, a card is up the sleeve 
of the shipowners’ paper. It is evidently the in- 
tention to sow dissension between head office and 
the Branches, to break up by jealousy the National 
Society into local societies, with the assured hope 
that they can, one by one, smash up all the little 
societies.

Some of the Branches appear to be 
strong enough to fight their own battles, yet, if the 
obvious bait of the shipowners’ paper young man 
attracts them, they will find they will be crushed 
by the importation from other weaker ports of dis- 
organised Jabour, and speedily be swept oat of

TRANSATLANTIC CATTLE 
TRADE. 


The following is the text of the amended rules 
mace by the Board of Agriculture :— 


SHORT TITLE, 


1. This order may be cited as the Transatlantic 
Cattle Vessels’ Order, 1891. 


COMMENCEMENT. 


2. This order shall commence to take effect on 
the first cay of January, 1892. 


INTERPRETATION. 


3. In this order cattle means bulls, cows, oxen, 
heifers, and calves; master includes a person 
having the charge or command of a vessel. 


APPLICATION OF ORDER. 


4. This order shall apply to all vessels in or on 
which cattle are conveyed across the Atlantic 
Ocean to any port or place in Great Britain. 


PARTS OF VESSELS TO BE USED. 


5. (1) Cattle shall not be carried on more than 
three decks ; (2) cattle shall not be carried on any 
hatch above a compartment where other cattle are 
carried; (3) cattle shall not be carried in any part 
of the vessel where, in the ordinary course of 
navigation, they would interfere with the proper 
management or ventilation of the vessel, or would 
interfere with the efficient working of the boats 
necessary for the persons on board. 


PENS AND FITTINGS. 


6. (1) Every part of the vessel used for cattle 
shall be divided into pens; (2) the stanchions of 
each pen shall be securely fastened to the deck by 
means of iron sockets, or otherwise, and the 
material used in the construction of the pens, 
whether of timber or iron, shall be of a substantial 
character, and of sufficient strength, and so 
adjusted as to withstand the action of the weather, 
and to resist the weight of the cattle thrown 
against them; (3) each pen shall be provided with 
proper battens to prevent the cattle from slipping, 
and which shall be securely fastened to the deck 
by angle iron plates or otherwise; (4) cattle shall 
be protected from the weather by proper and suit- 
able shelters. 

SPACE. 


7. Not more than four cattle shall be carried in 
one pen, except where small store cattle are carried, 
in which case not more than five cattle shall be 
carried in one pen. Sufficient space shall be 
allotted in every pen to enable the cattle to properly 
feed and rest during the voyage. 


PASSAGE-WAYS. 


8. Between every two rows of cattle, and in front 
of every single row of cattle, there shall bea passage- 
way, the minimum width of which in any part of 
the vessel shall not be less than one foot and six 
inches free of obstruction. 


VENTILATION. 


9. All enclosed portions of the vessel used for 
cattle shall be sufficiently ventilated (in addition 
to any ventilation obtained by means of the hatch- 
ways) by cowls or other proper means for the 
admission of fresh air and the removal of foul air. 


LIGHT. 


10. Proper and suitable arrangements shall be 
made to provide at all times adequate light for the 
proper tending of cattle. 


FOOD AND WATER. 


11. The cattle, while on board, shall be provided 
with a sufficient amount of water, and proper 
accommodation shall be provided on board for the 
stowage of food, so that the same shall not be 
unduly expos:d to the weather at sea. 


MODE OF SECURING CATTLE. 


12. Every head of cattle shall be securely tied 
by the head so as to stand athwartships. 


ATTENDANCE. 


13. Every consignment of cattle shall be in charge 
of a responsible foreman, who shall have under him 
competent assistants numbering with himself one 
for every twenty-five head of cattle, and proper 
and suitable accommodation for these persons shall 
be provided, 





INJURED ANIMALS. 


14. Inthe case of cattle suffering from broken 
limbs or other serious injuries during the voyage, 
the master of the vessel shall cause such cattle to 
be forthwith slaughtered. 


OFFENCES, 


15. If anything is done or omitted to be done in 
contravention of this Order, the owner and the 
charterer, and the master of the vessel in which 
the same is done or omitted to be done, shall each 
according to and in respect of his own acts or omis- 
sions be deemed guilty of an offence against the 
Contagious Diseases (Animals) Act, 1878. 


ARTICLE 116 OF THE ANIMALS ORDER OF 
1886 NOT TO APPLY. 


16. Article 116 (Fittings of Vessels) of the 
Animals Order of 1886 shall not apply to any vessel 
to which for the time being this Order applies.

A Few days ago the Russian barque Willams 
outward bound, was towed into Holyhead Harbour 
having been seriously knocked about by the late 
gale. Monday, in order to effect certain repairs, 
Richard Thomas, a seaman, went into the tops. 
Whether he became dizzy or slipped his foot 
cannot be ascertained, but he fell on to the deck, 
his head being smashed to atoms. 


THE shipwrights employed in Sheerness Dock- 
yard have passed resolutions condemning the 
classification system recently introduced into 
Government dockyards, and urging the Admiralty 
to abolish it altogether. They have also decided 
to memoralise the Admiraity for a uniform rate of 
at least six shillings per day, that being the 
average paid at eighteen principal ports in 
England. 

AT Newport G. Blake, a seaman, has been fined 
20z. and 50s. costs for fraudulently using a seaman’s 
discharge. It was stated that the Homer (s.) was 
leaving Newport, the crew being short, the captain 
asked fora man, and prisoner came forward and 
tendered a discharge which belonged to Michael 
King. King and prisoner has been lodging 
together, and the latter took the discharge from 
the bedroom. Blake now said it was all “a lark.” 

FATAL AFFRAY.—Paris, Nov. 1.—The Petit 
Journal publishes a telegram from Sables d’Olonne 
(Vendée) stating that a curious question of juris- 
diction has arisen in connection with a tragedy that 
occurred there on Friday on board the British 
three-master Jodine, of Parrsborough (N.S). It 
appears that in the course of a quarrel a negro 
steward named Hales, threw a hatchet at the mate, 
Baird, and that the latter in return fired a revolver 
at his assailant, who succumbed yesterday to the 
injuries received. On being brought before the 
Public Prosecutor of Sables d'Olonne, Baird stated 
that he was acting in self-defence. This point of 
international law to which the tragedy has given 
rise is whether, according tothe contention of the 
captain of the Jonic, Baird should be tried by the 
British tribunals, as the crime was committed on 
board a British vessel, or whether, as it took place 
ina French port, the case does not come exclusively 
within the jurisdiction of the French tribunals. 
The latter theory is the one put forward by the 
Public Prosecutor. 


PILOTAGE DisPUTE.—At the Gravesend Police 
Court on Nov. 2 James M’Kendrick, master of the 
steamer Abbdotshall, was summoned for employing 
an unqualified pilot after a qualified man had 
offered his services, and William Tracey, a home 
trade passenger pilot, was summoned for (he being 
an unqualified man) continuing in charge cf the 
said vessel after a qualified man had offered his 
services. The case was adjourned from Friday for 
the attendance of the captain. Henry George 
Rowe, pilot, called by the prosecution, stated that 
he saw the defendant Tracey in charge of the 
vessel when off Surrey Dock For the defence, 
James M‘Kendrick, master of the vessel, stated 
that when the complainant came on board he told 
both Tracey and him to leave the vessel, and that 
he would take her up himself. Tracey then zesked 
complainant if he would take him on shore in his 
boat, when the latter said he did not keep a boat 
for his convenience. They both remained on the 
vessel until it reached Tilbury, when the com- 
plainant left, and offered to take Tracey off in his 
boat, but the latter then refused, seeing that com- 
plainant would not take him off previously. Wit- 
ness conducted the vessel up the river himself, and 
he would swear that Tracey did not do a single act 
in navigating the vessel. The Bench said that in 
view of the conflicting character of the evidence, 
there could be no conviction on either of the 
summonses.

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LABOUR AWAKENING. 


-_— 


The game of politics was long ago defined 
as the madness of the many for the gain of 
the few, and the definition still holds good. 
Now that the air is filled with shouting as 
to the relative merits or demerits of the 
various political parties, it may be well to 
recall another maxim, that there are in 
reality but two parties—the rich and the 
poor; which is evidently becoming the 
view of most working men, whose views 
may be fairly expressed thus: Were all the 
poor to combine together they would be 
no longet poor. They would be powerful 
enough to extort justice from the rich. The 
rich being aware of this, set themselves to 
divide the poor into various sections, and 
influence these various sections against 
each other. The rich, with this common 
object in view, come to an understanding 
that they shall call themselves Whigs, 
Tories, Liberals, or what not, and distract 
the attention of the people from the real 
needs of the country by agitation as to the 
rival claims of these various parties to 
popular support. To the jaded wealthy 
gamblers this change of sport is welcome, 
especially as the prize is nothing less than 
the government of the country. The 
winners are, by that prize, amply repaid, 
while the losers have the satisfaction of 
knowing that their money and time 
have not been wasted, since they 
helped to divide the people to keep 
them down, and to defer the day of 
reckoning with justice. So far, therefore, 
as the common weal is concerned, all 
political parties are imposters, and, however 
they may shout themselves hoarse, there is 
no more real difference between them than 
between Tweedledum and Tweedledee. If 
the Tories thought they could retain power 
by it, they would behead the Queen to- 
morrow morning, and turn Westminster 
Abbey into a gambling hell, while the 
Liberals would be equally ready to sel! the 
British Empire to Russia, or any other 
despotic Power, provided they gained by 
the transaction. Tories and Liberals 
may attack each other in public. In 





private they are very good friends, as 
both are working for the _ exploita- 
tion of the people. To suppose that a 
rich Liberal can be any more the friend of 
the poor than a rich Tory, is sheer folly. 
The country has seen enough of both the 
great political parties to be weil aware that 
the poor will only get from either what can 
be extorted from either. With the spread 
of education the day cannot be far distant 
when the people will perceive that there 
are but two parties—the rich and the poor. 
All attempts to divide the poor against 
each other into different parties, led by the 
rich for the benefit of the rich, will then 
fail. When that day comes there will be in 
name, as well as in reality, but two parties 
—the poor and the rich. Such are, ap- 
parently, the views of a large number, if not 
the majority, of working men; although 
there are also among working men numbers 
who swear by one or other of the existing 
politic’l parties. It is, nevertheless, the 
evident tendency to divide the population 
into two classes—the poor and the rich, 
or capitalists and workers — and to 
disregard the old political party distinc- 
tions. Already we hear of Labour candi- 
dates—Labour candidates for Parliament, 
Labour candidates for local bodies. In 
some cases the Labour candidates for 
Parliament are dubbed Liberal as well. On 
this we have only to say that a Labour 
candidate has as good an excuse for 
availing himself of the Liberals’ help 
to win a seat as the Liberals have 
for imposing allegiance to the Liberals 
as the price of their support. The 
majority of Labour candidates are, how- 
ever, Labour candidates pure and simple. 
Impelled by the recent upheaval of Labour, 
and encouraged by its political success in 
Australia, the number of Labour candi- 
dates before the constituencies is at present 
unusually great, and may still be 
profitably enlarged before the General 
Election, as there are several seats 
worth contesting. In Ire'and alone Labour 
is said to have a very fair chance of six, and 
for these it is sincerely to be hoped that six 
good men will be selected. In this year’s 
municipal elections, during the present 
week, the chief feature has been the Labour 
candidature, and, considering the odds that 
it has to fight against, Labour has not 
done at all badly; Hull, for instance, 
returning three Labour candidates out of 
f.ur contested seats, while the Cleveland 
Ward, Birkenhead, returned an old sailor. 
Sunderland has elected another seaman in 
the person of Mr. Henry Friend, the popu- 
lar and respected secretary of the local 
Seamen’s Society, while Glasgow has re- 
turned four Labour members, West Ham 
two, and Goole one. It is matter for 
regret that the sterling qualities of 
Mr. Nicholson did not avail against 
the heavy odds opposed to him at Liver- 
pool, and that some other good men have 
not succeeded. But even if all the Labour 
candidates had been defeated, it is stilla 
cheering and a hopeful sign that so many 
Labour candidates ventured to contest seats, 
and that the polling for Labour, counting 
all the places at which it fought, amounts 
to a respectable aggregate. It is another 
sign that Labour, the 


Sleeping giant bound with chains, 


is beginning to awake. When he does 
awake fully, then will dawn a brighter 
day for the workers, chasing away the 
parasites who now gorge and prey on our 
vitals. 
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SEAMEN INSPIRITED. 


The direct and immediate results of the 
seamen having combined are apparent to 
all in the shape of the increased wages and 
other advantages which the Sailors’ and 
Firemen’s Union has been the means of 
securing. But the indirect and less 
immediate effects of their combination are 
not so well known. The fact will therefore 
bear repetition, that it was the unprece- 
dented success of the Seamen’s Union 
which led to the great Labour upheaval of 
which the London Dockers’ Strike of 1889 
was such a marked feature. But the 
indirect influence of the success of the 
Seamen’s Union has spread far beyond this 
country. Australia felt that influence, 
which manifested itself in many forms 
culminating at length in upsetting a 
Colonial Government. And now it is the 
turn of France. Encouraged by the 
example of their British brethren, the 
Committee of Organisation of the French 
Merchant Seamen’s Union have issued 
the programme of a congress to be 
held at Bordeaux from March 13 to March 22 
next, in which the following subjects are 
placed on the agenda:—Minimum wages ; 
Limitation of day's work; Composition of 
crews ; Provisions on the voyage; Seaman’s 
Pension Fund ; Maximum service required ; 
Minimum for pro rata pension; Rights of 
widows and orphans; Reservations of offices 
in commercial ports to seamen; Sailors’ 
Homes; Boards of Conciliation; Punish- 
ments on board; Fi-hing in general; 
Oyster parks; Nets and appliances to be 
permitted or prohibited; Wrecks; <Acci- 
dents; Relations of seamen with the 
maritime inscription; Crimping ; Right of 
vote for seamen on active service; Obliga- 
tion for French ships to be built in France ; 
Abolition of Navigation bounties ; Differ- 
ential duties on flags not of the exporting 
or importing country; Consideration of 
what subjects may be treated internation- 
ally in a future congress. Let us hope 
that the British, Australian, and Ameri- 
can Seamen’s Unions will all be repre. 
sented on the occasion, and -that good 
will come of the gathering, as it can hardly 
fail to do if national prejudices be not 
allowed to mar the meeting. 


SEAL AND WHALE FISHING.—The whole of the 
vessels have now returned to Dundee. At the 
Newfoundland seal fishing the vessels secured 
88,490 seals as compared with 48,100 in 1890. At 
the Greenland seal and whale fishing 9 whales and 
850 seals were captured, which will produce 
120 tons of oil and 44 tons of bone, or a money 
value of about £14,000. At Davis Straits 6 black 
whales, 201 walrus, and a few narwhals and seals 
were killed. This will produce 173 tons of oil and 
84 tons of bone, or a money value of about £12,000. 

e value of the three fishings this year is £76,500 
as against £72,500 in 1890. 


New STEAMER3 FOR THE PACIFIC.-- Mail 
advices give further particulars of the issue of 
3,609,000 cols. debenture bonds by the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company for the purpose of building 
three new steamers for the China trade, if the 
company succeeds in obtaining the contract for 
mail service from the Government. The steamers 
will be first-class in speed and equipment, but will 
not be of the extremely heavy tonnage called for by 
the requirements of the first-class subsidy pay- 
ments under the new law. It is understood that 
negotiations have been closed between the Pacific 
Mail and the Occidental and Oriental Company, by 
which the latter company will discontinue opera- 
tions, leaving the Pacific Mail alone in the field. 
The Pacific Mail will then double its service, 
making 26 trips per year instead of 13, and it is 
for this increased service that the new steamers are 
necessary. 





NAUTICAL NEWS. 





THE Norddeutscher Lloyd Company has started 
a new line between New York and Genoa. 

THE steamer Mereddio put back into Belfast on 
Tuesday, the chief officer having been drowned. 

Iris said the Glasgow and South-Western Rail- 
way have placed yet another paddle-steamer with 
Clyde builders. 

AMERICAN mail advices contain particulars of the 
probable loss of two fishing vesse!s of Gloucester, 
Mass., and 26 lives. 

AT Liverpool, on Tuesday, several shipping firms 
were fined in nominal sums for not having watch- 
men on board their vessels in dock. 

THE New Zealand House of Representatives has 
passed a resolution in favour of a bi-weekly mail 
service between the Colony and Great Britain. 

THE steamer Lidau, for Stettin, returned to 
Gravesend Nov. %, in order to land a seaman who 
had been injured, after which the vessel proceeded, 

THE Board of Trade have received a copy of a 
law of Belgium which forbids vessels not of Belgian 
na‘ionality to fish in the territorial waters of that 
kingdom. 

On# of the old salts at the Home for Aged 
Mariners, at Egremont, Liverpool—Captaia Lock, 
aged sixty-five—has committei suicide by cutting 
his throat. 

AUCKLAND shipowners are fitting out schooners 
to hunt the whale in southern seas. In the sixties 
the whaling industry was a big thing in Auckland, 
but since then it has been allowed to languish. 

EIGHT hundred pounds have been given to the 
Norfoik treasucer of the National Lifeboat Institu- 
tion for the purpose of providing a new boat, which 
the donor would like placed on the Norfolk coast. 

THE lights on the Scheldt are tobe replaced by 
others of greater power, so far as the principal 
lights are concerned, and it is to be hoped that the 
change will be effected before the winter weather 
sets in. 

A BOAT manned by two watermen, conveying 
eight sailors to H.M.S. Howe, in Portland Roads, 
on Monday night. capsized, and two seamen 
named Sullivan, and a waterman named Way were 
drowned. 

THE maritime provinces of Canada severely con- 
demn the Governmect for the withdrawal of the 
Allan and Dominion Lines winter steamers from 
Halifax, and for the landing of the Canadian mails 
and passengers at a United States port. 

RICHARD HALL, secretary of the Victoris, B.C., 
Sailors’ Association, has received information from 
the Minister of Marine that the Dominion Govern- 
ment will reimburse sealers in actual losses caused 
by the closing of Bering Sea. 

THE two Chinese lepers who arrived at Vancouver 
from New York in September have been refused 
passage to China by the Steamship Company. 
They were at first detained, but have now been 
released, the city refusing to pay their board. 

THE British ship County of Yarmouth, at San 
Francisco, 118 days from Rio de Jaueiro, reports 
that Oct. 9 Michael Hyland, a seaman, fell over- 
board and was drowned, On July 23 J. Pierce, 
also a seaman, died of fever, and was buried at 
sea. 

THE Board of Agriculture have decided to 
appoirt three additional inspectors. This step has 
been rendered necessary by the increasing work of 
the Department, and especially by the duties 
which it has to discharge in connection with the 
Atlantic cattle trade. 

A STERRAGE passenger on board the Belfast and 
Liverpool steamer Optic, named Catherine Hughes, 
on Tuesday attempted to commit suicide by cutting 
her throat with a pair of scissors. She was taken 
to the Northern Hospital on the arrival of the 
steamer at Liverpool. 


JOHN MITCHELL, one of the seamen of the 
British barque Senegal, has his arm in a sling, the 
result of a fall from the upper fore topsail yard 
while assisting to furl the sailin a gale of wind off 
the River Platte. - Mitchell fell from the yard, and 
striking the house, rolled to the deck. 

A MEETING of the Governors of the Hibernian 
Marine School, Dublin, is fixed to take place on 
Jan. 4, to elect boys between 9 and 12 years of age, 
the sons of deceasea or reduced seamen of the 
Royal Navy or merchant service (Protestants), to 
be educated for the sea service. 

ADVICEs received by the Pacific Coast Steam 
Whaling Company are very discouraging. Many 
of the vessels in the Arctic fleet have so far failed 
to make a single catch. The Kodiak fleet, how- 
ever, have done very well, and will, in a measure, 
make up for the failure of the Arctic whalers. 
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WHO'S TO BLAME? 


“GLENEDEN ” (S.). 


At West Hartlepool a Board of Trade inquiry 
has been held into the stranding and subsequent 
loss of the Gleneden (s.), of West Hartlepool, 
which belonged to Messrs. Livingston, Connor & 
Oo., and was lost on Sept. 28 on the Ballastskie 
Reef, off the Coast of Norway. The master, who 
was examined, attributed the loss to bad weather, 
and a strong and unexpected current. He said he 
had been on the bridge all day and the night 
before, and went below just before the ship strack 
to take a little much-needed rest. There was a 
standing order on board that he was to be called if 
there was any change inthe weather. That order 
was repeated that night. He learned from the 
pilots after they had got ashore that they had ex- 
perienced the same current, which was an unusual 
one, and they could not keep off land. They had 
promised, without his asking, to send a letter 
stating those facts, but that letter had not come 
to hand. The captain handed to the Court a tele- 
gram, which he said had just come from the pilots, 
It ran: ‘Mandal. Pilots declare extraordinary 
south-west current stranding night. Letter post.” 
It was intimated that the Court would not wait 
for the pilot’s letter. The Court, in the result, 
found that the cause of the casualty was the 
neglect of the master to make due allowance for 
the currents, of which due notice was given in the 
Sailing directions and upon the chart by which the 
vessel was navigated. The vessel was not navigated 
with proper and seamanlike cure, and the master, 
Edward Feli, was alone in default. His certificate 
would be, therefore, suspended for six months ; but 
the Court would not deal with the certificate of the 
chief officer, George Mann. 


“ATHABASCA” AND 
COLLISION, 


The Marine Court of Hamburg met on Oct. 29 
to deliver judgment in the case of the collision 
which took place on the evening of Oct. 7, in the 
Finkenwarder Loch, off Oevelgonne, in the Lower 
Elbe, between the Liverpool steamer Athabasca 
(Captain Jones) and the German steamer Procida, 
whereby the British steamer was sunk. The Board, 
in delivering judgment, said the collision was 
brought about, in the first place, by the fact that 
the Athabasca, after grounding for the first time 
and getting afloat again, and then taking down the 
three red lights, failed to show a stern-light or 
flare-up to the overtaking steamer Procida; and, 
secondly, the collision was due to the fact that the 
Procida, when first making out the Athabasca as a 
dark object ahead, failed to instantly turn her 
engines astern and approach the Athabasca with 
sufficient caution, but, instead, attempted to pass 
with a helm hard over and stationary engines. The 
Board was further of opinion that the lanterns 
carried by the Athabasca were not in accordance 
with Article 11 of the International Regulations, 


LOSS OF THE “FIJI.” 

Mail advices state the Court of Marine Inquiry 
that sat at Melbourne to investigate the loss of the 
Liverpool barque fiji, with 12 hands, on the Wreck 
Creek coast of Southern Australia, near Port Camp- 
bell, suspended the certificate of Captain Victers 
for 12 months. The court found that the charges 
of misconduct against the master had been fully 
sustained, and the wreck had been caused solely by 
want of proper seamanlike caution, the special acts 
being neglect to-use lead, and unnecessary delay in 
putting the ship about when land had been sighted. 
The court also expressed its disbelief in the inshore 
currents alleged to have caused the wreck of the 
J. H. Scammell and Fiji, as well as the stranding 
of the Bancoora,

THE ship Barrowdale reports: On Au~. 22 John 
Gray, seaman, a native of Scotland; agea 21 years, 
while going aloft to loose the fore-royal, fell from 
the sbip’s rail and was drowned. A life-buoy was 
thrown overboard, but he failed to catch it; also 
hove the ship to and put a boat over, but could 
find no signs of him. 


AN inquest was held at Falmouth, Oct. 29, on 
the body of John Williams, mate of the schooner 
Nesta, who was found dead in his bunk on the 
previous Saturday night 30 miles N.E. of the Long- 
ships. A boy on board the vessel said he went to 
call deceased on Saturday night and could not get 
an answer. He felt the hands, and Williams was not 
dead at that time. Captain Williamson said 
deceased only breathed a few times after he went 
down to see him. He had complained of pains in 
his side. A verdict of “ Death from natural causes’ 
was returned.

Ultimately an ameadment was tendered by Bro. 
Higgins, seconded by Bro. Bryson, that the secre- 
t«ry be instructed to inquire into the qu«stion, and, 
if the statement be correct, that the member re- 
ceive the additional 10s., advising, in the mean- 
time, he be paid the ordinary benefit of 30s. A 
motion was then tendered, and warmly supported, 
that the secretary convey to our respected treasurer, 
Mr. Hunter, our good wishes for his success in 
securing a seat at the municipal council board. 
After some further business of an uoimportant 
nature, the meeting adjourned. 


CARDIFF BRANCH. 


At the usual weekly meeting, on Monday, Bro. 
Atkins presiding, minutes were adopted, also 
financial account, after which several discussions 
took place, one in reference to the resolution 
passed at the previous meeting that all engaged in 
the Union at Cardiff should become honorary 
members, but having had only a reply from one 
the minute was rescinded, and the following resolu- 
tion moved :—‘ That it is the opinion of the mem- 
bers now in meeting assembled that a reduction of 
the staff is necessary, and that the noa-Unionist 
clerks and others employed at the Union home are 
not required, and that we strongly protest against 
them.” The above resolution was ordered to be 
sent to our general secretary at once. Reference 
was also made by Bro.

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office and ask permission to pay him out of the non- 
local moneys received. The resolution was seconded 
by Bro. Wallace, and carried. Several other dis- 
cussions took place, ,after which the meeting 
closed. 


LONDONDERRY BRANCH, 


At the usual weekly meeting of this Branch, held 
in the Rooms, 99, Foyle-street, Bro. G. Sweeney in 
the chair, the income and expenditure of the 
Bi anch for the week ending Saturday, Oct. 24, 1891, 
was read and considered very satisfactory, and the 
minutes of the previous general and committee 
meetings were confirmed.

WEST HARTLEPOOL BRANCH. 


Things in this port have been very brisk during 
the past 14 days. Will Sprow, our organiser, has 
been holding some rattling good meetings and 
expounding the various Bills as drafted by our late 
Congress for the benefit of the seafaring community, 
who are highly satisfied and grateful to know that 
the Union is preparing such a bright future for 
our class. New members have been flowing in, 
and contributions are coming in quite rapidly ; nine 
members, who were a long way back, are paying up, 
and our takings in general are doubling, but all 
this is not being done without some special energy 
being infused into the men, and we have to thank 
Will Sprow for his untiring energies during the 
past few days. Many changes have taken place, 
and once more we are on a flood ‘tide to victory. 
We have been compelled to call men out to accom- 
plish our objects, and to-day we are in the happy 





position of having all Union men sailing together, 
although it has caused us a little suffering. During 
last week Mr. Sprow and the secretary interviewed 
the masters and owners of several ships, and 
informed them that Union and non-Union men 
could no longer sail together, with the result that 
several ships went elsewhere for their crews, and 
many of the men that went inthem had never been 
tosea before. In one case (the s.s. James Groves) we 
informed the captain that if he took any non- Union 
men our men would ne called out, which Mr. Sprow 
did. Five men left the ship on account of the Union, 
one turned round (An;u; Morrison by name) and 
played into the hands of our friends the Shipping 
Federation. The owners of the above ship sought 
the protection of the Court, and summonses were 
issued against the men, and when they found they 
could not serve the summonses the lawyer for the 
Federation applied for a summons against Mr. 
Sprow for intimidation on the evidence of the 
above Morrison. He was brought before a bench 
of shipowners and Federation men, tried and found 
guilty of persuading the man to leave his ship, 
but one thing I notice, that the evidence of one 
Federation man is worth three Union men in the 
eyes of these Jocal magnates called magistrates, as 
was the case in this case. But I am glad that Mr. 
Sprow is taking this case before another tribunal, 
in the hope that the shipowners verdict of £3 and 
costs will be reversed. Directly after the trial 
Sprow was in his place again and shipped a Union 
crew for the owners that one hour before had 
prosecuted him. At night we had another good 
meeting, when it was resolved to persistently push 
forward the true interests of the Union, and our 
men pledged themselves not to sign with any non- 
Union men, and appeal to all to rally round the 
Union and assist in making it what it should be. 
I earnestly appeal to all Union and non-Union 
men to look facts in the face, and ask them the 
question, If you allow your Union to go down what, 
will be your wages six months from now, and 
what were your wages previous to the Union 
coming into existence? and then I feel sure you 
will readily admit that the 6d, per week you in- 
vest in your Union is one of the best invested 
sixpences in this country. In thousands of cases 
you get 8s. per week dividend for your 6d., besides 
the many comforts your Union has been the means 
of getting for you. Remembez our watchword—~ 
Pull together, then victory will crown our efforts,

Cathery’s sojourn here, namely, Saturday, he was 
stopped by the police, as he, in company with the 
Labour candidate, was addressing the workmen 
near the docks at one o’clock. This roused the ire 
of the workmen, and a meeting of ratepayers was 
called together at the Union Hall in the evening, 
and a number marched through the town with our 
Branch flag at the head inviting workmen to come 
and lift up their voice at this attempt at coercion. 
At the meeting in the Hall, Mr. Scullard in the 
chair, Mr. E. Cathery said he had been holding 
meetings near the shipping office and docks at 
spots in which he could catch the class of men he 
represented. He denied that the traflic was 
impeded. He himself was the object of the inter- 
ference, as some people wanted to stop seamen from 
combining together for their mutual benefit. After 
a meeting held near the shipping office on the 
Thursday, detectives, sergeants, and inspectors 
were to be seen passing in and out of the shipping 
office, and the very class of officials who were paid 
to see the seamen righted, were the ones against, the 
men at every opportunity. Mr. Chappel, as a rate- 
payer, moved the following resolution; “That this 

eeting of ratepayers of the Borough of South- 
ampton protests against the action of the police in 
interfering with the right of free speech at the 
Royal-crescent to-day, and that a copy of the reso- 
lution be sent to the Town Council, Trades Council, 
and Press.” This was carried unanimously. Other 
speakers followed, and it was pointed out that 
medicine vendors, pedlars, and M.P.’s were allowed 


to congregate crowds, but in the case of an official 
of the worknen’s Union he was stopped, and this 
was characterised as a direct attempt to crush the 
Seamen's Union. Mr. E. Cathery expressed his 
sorrow at being called away, as if he were going to 
stop any longer, he would have put this question to 
the test, but he hoped shortly to be able to visit 
Southampton, and then he should do so. 

The weekly Branch meeting was held on 
Tuesday, when after the usual business of reading 
theincome and outlay, correspondence, etc., the sub- 
ject of the stopping of our organiser from open air 
speaking was brought on for discussion, and the 
followmng was carried unanimously. That this 
meeting of seamen and firemen protests most 
emphatically against the action taken by the police 
in stopping an opea air meeting last Saturday near 
the docks. The Southampton Election shows that 
the Libera's polled 3,367 and the Tories the same, 
but out of ten, six Liberals and four Tories were 
returned. Received for banner, R.M. s.s. Thames, 
firemen, £1 17s.; seamen, ditto, £1 8s. Total 
received, £23 8s. 6d.

One of the organisers of the Union, Mr. T. D. 
Rennie, on Oct. 27, held a public meeting in Ler- 
wick to explain the objects and benefits of the 
Union, and in th2 course of a speech, which was 
well receivec, went into the subject of the hard- 
ships of the past and the prospects of seamen now 
they had a strong Union. There was a large 
attendance, Mr. Rennie being attentively listened 
to, and awarded a vote of thanks for his address. 

Mr. Rennie, in the course of his remarks, said a 
visitor must see at a glance why Shetland seamen 
were so inquired after. Boys there were brought 
up to love the sea, they had no fear in them, and 
the older they got the more attracted they became 
to it, so that, in course of time, they got to be 
practical seamen, who were inquired for everywhere. 
He advised seamen never to ship on board a whaler 
unless there were eighteen months’ provisions on 
board. It was a safeguard in case of accident. It 
cost the owners nothing but the outlay for the 
provisions. If the vessel should return in 
November unsuccessful, then the stores would 
do for rext year, or be sold; but if, on 
the other hand, the vessel was _ successful, 
then the master could leave the stores or 
heave them overboard and fill up the vessel with 
whale oil or whale-bone at £2,300 per ton, which 
would make up the difference on the right side. 
He was fifteen months over a six months’ voyage 
to Davis Straits, and he need not recapitulate the 
sufferings they endured through sickness or hunger. 
The agony of a pour mother praying for her gon, or 
a wife praying for her husband, who might be dead 
from hunger, was quite sufficient to prove that it 
was madness to go those voyages with insufficient 
food, and leave their families to live a twelve- 
months’ of suspense. Probably at the end of the 
voyage they had to fight the owners for short 
allowance money—any dodge, in fact, was adopted 
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to keep them in the lee scuppers. Some of them 
perhaps did not go to Davis Straits, but 
to go to North Greenland seal and whale 
fishing was out of the frying-pan into the fire. 
They had to prepare themselves with as much 
clothes as would serve for a lifetime in southern 
going vessels, and they left home with ahalf-pay, 
possibly 15s or 20s. per month. The manifold 
dangers of jumping over broken ice, Cragging 
skins, going away in boats with the chance of thick 
weather coming down, and getting frozen todeath, 
all had to be faced, and for what—a paltry few 
shillings a month and a few coppers per ton for oil 
—if they get it. He wished the seamen to 
think over this. Why did they risk their lives for 
such low wages? How could they leave their homes 
well knowing that if they returned unsuccessful 
they werein debt? His advice was—Don’t do it. 
Let them see that they got their monthly pay first, 
and not leave their families at the mercy of their 
next-door neighbours. If the owners would not 
stump up, then the Union would. There were plenty 
vessels south of Duadee, whose captains would be 
proud of them. 


FISHING BOATS SUNK BY A 
GUNBOAT,. 


A large number of fishing boats were on Oct. 30 
lying at anchor off the edge of the whitir g grounds, 
about three miles outside the breakwater at Pry- 
mouth, Her Majesty's gunboat Plucky, com- 
manded by Lieutenant Syduey Fremantle, went out 
from Devonport for gun practice, and the target at 
which she aimed was in dangerous proximity to 
the boats, whose presence those on board the gun- 
boats seemed to be altogether unaware of. At the 
beginning of the firing, several shots psssed 
between the fishing boats, but as this is a favourite 
fishing ground the fishermen did not appear to pay 
much attention to what was going on. The gun- 
boat then altered her position, and the first shot that 
was afterwards fired struck the hooker Sunbeam, 
owned by the brothers John and Henry Harkcom, 
which was lying at the endof the line amidships. The 
cratt sank within a minute, both her sides being 
blown out. Henry Harkcom, who had time to pu!l 
off his heavy sea boots, sprang into the rea; but 
John Harkcom jumped on to the deck of the sink- 
ing vessel, and as she went down he leaped off. 
here was a heavy sea running and a strong wind 
blowing. A man named Murray, who was ic a boat 
near by, seeing what had happened, went to the 
rescue, and, after considerable trouble, picked up 
Henry Harkcom, whilst another man named Holden, 
in ancther boat, picked up John Harkcom. Imme- 
diately after the Sunbeam had been hit the gunboat 
fired again, and this time struck the Turnchapel 
hooker Alfonso, owned by Frank Harris, who, with 
a man named George Hisbent, was in the boat 
at the time. The boat was struck in the stern, 
where Hisbent was sitting. The Alfonso 
went down immediately, leaving Harris 
struggling in the water. No more was seen of his 
companion, who was believed to have been struck 
by the shot and killed instantly. Harris, after a 
short time, was picked up by another boat ina 
very exhausted state. The three rescued men were 
immediately taken back to Plymouth. On the way 
back Murray’s boat passed close to the Plucky, 
which was steaming away, and Murray hailed her. 
The vessel was immediately stopped, aud Murray 
called out, ‘‘ Do you know what you have done?” 
One of the officers of the ship replied, ‘‘No; what's 
up?” Murray replied, “ You have sunk two 
trawlers and drowned aman with ycur shot.” The 
officer replied, “No; it is not true. Can we pick 
the boats up?” Murray answered, “No, how can 
you do that in 80 fathoms of water?” The gun- 
boat then steamed away, Onthe tidings becoming 
generally known ascene of great excitement pre- 
vailed on the Barbican, and strong opinious were 
expressed as to the action of the gunboat in firing 
where so many boats were lying at anchor. Hisbent 
leaves a wife and five children, who reside at 
Turnchapel, and are entirely destitute. 

On Monday, Nov. 2, an official inquiry was 
opened, by direction of Admiral H.R.H. the Duke 
of Edinburgh, Naval-Commander-in-Chief at 
Devonport, to inquire into the above circumstances. 
The Duke of Edinburgh directed that the Court 
should be opened to the public. An adjournment 
was made till to-day (Saturday), when the fisher- 
men whose boats were sunk will be in attendance. 
In the meantime, instructions were issued that no 
more gun practice is for the present to take place 
outside the breakwater.
